his men of them.

Battle With a Bear

Must Be held at All Costs, 
5 ; ' Says Beresford 


, New York, Sept. IS.— Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford, for fifty years a 
figure, in tho British navy, 
was the 


guest "of honor on Friday at a lunch- 
eon given at the Lawyers' club under 
the auspices of tho Pilgrims of the 
United States. 


In a brief address delivered at the 


conclusion of the luncheon, Lord Be- 
resford took occasion to refer to the 
European situation. 
He remarked 


that as far as Great Britain was con- 
cerned the situation looked somewhat 
"dead ahead." He added that In view 
of this situation, there was nothing 
to do but for the nation to come for- 
ward with a great scheme for imper- 
ial defense. 


"What wo want," continued the ad- 


miral, "is that we shall hold what we 
have. 
Supremacy at sea means life 


or deatli for the British empire. 


"It Is quite different with the Uni- 


ted-States which would by 
its own 


natural resources, take care of the 
nation's needs, but with us the ques- 
Uon:of supremacy at sea is most im- 
portant, in fact, it is a (juestion of life 
or, death; It is not so much that we 
should retain a big ileet for thoi pur- 
pose, of participating in war but for 
the purpose of preventing war.

we 


should come together for the purpose 
of>. preventing war.
